HY IS IT that the train of, 
economic ills that follow 

in the wake of a war always 
falls heaviest on the poorer} 
classes of the community and 
continue to increase the hard- 
ships and difficulties which 
they have to face, while very! 
little, if any, thought js given 
to alleviating their position? 
The question has been re- 
peatedly asked in this Colony 
and no. satisfactory answer 
has yet been made to account 
for the situation in which the 
average wage-earner finds 
himself in his endeavour to 
keep himself and his depen- 
dants when confronted with, 
the ever increasing cost of! 
living. The latest additional 
burden to fall on the poorer 
class of worker in Hongkong 
is the decision to increase the 
rates for monthly tickets on 
buses and trams by $2, there- 
by making that part of the 
community which uses these 
means of conveyance most 
pay more for services which 
have all along fallen short of 
the convenience it should 
afford to the travelling pub- 
lic: People who use the buses 
and trams are at a loss to un- 
derstand the reason for this 


action by the public utility 
companies concerned and, 
judged by and large, the com- 
plaint of profiteering at the 
expense of the poor can hard- 
ly be-considered unjustified. 


DESPITE conditions pre-
